Gas Pressure O.K.

Dear Sirs :— 
Re Gas Supply 

I beg to report on the various questions which have arisen in 
connection with Gas Supply. The discussion seems to have centred 
around the following points :—- 

1, Is the Main pipe line between the Gas field and the City 
reliable? 

2. Is the Gas Company maintaining adequate pressure and 
volume for the Consumers? 

3. What effect does pressure that is above or below normal 
have on the accuracy of a Gas Meter? 

4. Is there a corresponding reduction in Consumers’ Gas 
bills on account of the milder winter? 

I have investigated these questions very carefully and beg to 

report my findings as follows :— 

1 Within the limits of provavility, the main gas line between 
the City and the gas field is reliable. 

2 In all cases which have been brought to our attention, or 
which we have investigated, there is an adequate 
pressure of gas. 

3 Gas pressure above or below normal, within the limits of 
domestic consumption, does not effect the accuracy of 
the gas meter. 

4 From the information submitted below, it is apparent that 
the average consumption per service is lower this winter 
than it was last winter for corresponding temperatures. 

It is my opinion further that the Gas Company is fulfilling 
the franchise obligations with regard to gas supply in respect to 
the questions enumerated above, and if any unsatisfactory results 
are obtained by customers, the trouble can probably be 
traced to the type or regulation of the burning appliances on 
their own premises, 

This statement applies to the great bulk of the conditions 
obtaining, but it is recognized that there may be individual cases 
where some adjustment is required. These, however, should be 
dealt with as individual cases, each on its own merit. 

Section 8 of the Gas Franchise (Bylaw 662) reads, ‘*The 
Company shall supply as much natural gas as may be required 
within the limits aforesaid (as specified in Section 8) at the pro- 
perty line when the places or buildings to be supplied with nat- 
ural gas are situated on land lying along the line of any main 
line of the Company, and the cost. of the necessary connections 
from the main to the property line shall be borne by the Com 
pany, and the Company shall furnish free of charge to the 
consumers, a gas meter to accurately measure all natural gas 
consumed, and the property line shall be the place of delivery 
of all natural gas supplied in the City, and all expense and risk 
in utilizing and using such gas after delivery at the property line 
shall be borne by the Consumer. 

Clause 9*0f the Gas Franchise (Bylaw No, 662) reads; ‘‘The 
Natural gas to be distributed under this Agreement and supplied 
in general, shall comply with the requirements prescribed by the 
Gas Inspection Act (of Canada) regulations made thereunder.”’ 

The Gas-Inspection Act referred to is Chapter 31-11-12 George 
V, assented to June 4th, 1921. Coples of this Act kindly supplied 
to me by the District Inspector for the Dominion Government 
are attached hereto. Section 3, Paragraph G, of this Act, reads: 
“The Governor in Council may from time to time, make such 
regulations, not inconsistent with this Act, as are necessary for 
giving effect to its provision, and as to pressure under which gas 
is to be supplied.’’ 

I am advised, however, by the Director of the Electricity and 
Gas Inspection Service of the Dominion Government, that up to 
date, no such regulations have been made 

Pressure is dealt with in Clause 7 as follows: 

‘*The Contractor shall from time to time report to the Minis 
ter what the minimum service pressure is, and shall provide, free 
of charge, gas and piping and all other reasonable facilities at 
such place gr places as the Minister may designate, for making 
such test of gas and meters and other apparatus as the Minister 
may deem necessary for the purpose of this Act,”’ 

Sections 9 and 10 deal in detail with the inspection of meters. 

The Natural gas supply for the City of Edmonton is drawn 
from a field north of the town of Viking, and eighty-four miles 
east of the City. The proven area of this Field is $2 square miles 
and there are twelve producing wells with a measured open flow 
capacity of about 57,000,000 cubic feet per day. The rock pres- 
sure is in the neighborhood of 700 Ibs. per square inch 

The Wells are connected to a field regulating station by 
gathering lines and the piping is so arranged that any combina- 
tion of wells may be drawn upon. At the field regulating station, 
the pressure is reduced to about 230 lbs. per square inch, Re- 
ducing equipment is in duplicate and in nddition there is hand 
valve control. Instruments are installed at this station which 
give a continuous record of incoming and outgoing pressure, and 
the volume of gas passing through the station. Also there is an 
alarm system which warns the superintendent and his two 
assistants who reside at the station of any undue variation in 
pressure. 

In operation it is customary to draw off from two welfs at a 
time for a period of about two weeks, and in addition two other 
wells are drawn from as oceasion demands to regulate the fluet 
uations in demand. The two feeding wells are then shut off and 
allowed to rest, when the gas pressure again builds up to normal 
rock pressure, 

The Main transmission line is constructed of !4°' material, 
12’’ outside diameter and 10°’ diameter pipe in about equal 
lengths, and has a rated capacity up to 1514 million cubie feet 
per day, with an intake pressure of 300 lbs. per square inch, and 
a discharge pressure of 30 Ibs, per square inch, 

The construction conditions effecting this line are exceed. 
ingly favorable. It passes through a level country with an 
uniform soil structure, and there are no hazards due to crossings 
of large streams or rivers. The company maintains a man at

Tofield who is directly responsible for the main line. 
assistants stationed at Bruce, Holden and Ryley, and in addition 
there is a line walker who is constantly patrolling the main line, 
testing for leaks or other defects. 

The gas is received in Edmonton at a main regulation station 
located on 82nd Avenue at 88th Street. The incoming pressure is 
about 200 lbs. per squore inch and in this station is reduced to 40 
Ibs. per square inch. The reducing equipment is in duplicate and 
in addition hand control is provided, The regulating valves are 
further sensitized by smaller regulating valves which gives a 
very close control on the outgoing pressure, Instruments are in- 
stalled which give a continuous record of incoming and outgoing 
pressure, the volume of gas flow through the station and outside 
air temperature. An alarm system gives warning of any undue 
variation in pressure to the general superintendent, who lives in 
a cottage adjoining the station. The superintendent has tele. 
phone connection, both with the field and stations on the main 
line, and with members of the Oity organization. 

The gas is discharged from the main regulating station into 
an intermediate pressure line. This is a 12’’ steel pipe which belts 
the whole City, crossing the Saskatchewan River on the 105th 
Street and MeDougalf Avenue Bridges. The purpose of this line 
is to transmit gas to the several portions of the City at higher 
pressure than would be possible than in the distributing mains. 
At locations throughout the City, the District Regulating Stations 
are located as follows :— 

No. 1 (Main Regulating Station at 82nd Ave. & 89th St.) 
* 2 100 St.—Lane north of 82nd Avenue. 
** 3 110 Street—Lane north of 83rd Avenue. 
* 4 98 Avenue—Lane west of 104th Street. 
"’  Taane west of 115th St. and lane north of Jasper. 
6 Lane west of 128rd St. and 107th Avenue 
7 Lane west of 95th St.—Lane north of 106th Ave 
8 92nd Street and 112th Avenue 

At these stations the gas pressure is further reduced to 8’’ 
water gauge pressure, The reducing equipment is in duplicate in 
addition to a bypass for hand control. The regulating valves in 
these stations are sensitized by smaller regulating valves which 
give an exceedingly close control of outgoing pressure. At each 
of these stations, instruments are installed for giving a continu- 
ous record of incoming and outgoing pressure. 

At all stations of the company, it is quite apparent that every 
precaution against accident, especially fire, has been taken. Tho 
buliding structures are of fireproof construction throughout, 
and are heated by gas fires located in a separate compartment, 
with an outside entrance, Ample ventilation also is provided in 
the roof and the electric switches are located outside the build 
ing to prevent sparking igniting any inflammable gasses 

Tn a few cases where consumers have asked for an extension 
some distance from the Regulator Station, small regulators to 
serve a few consumers have been installed in underground 
chambers, but the operation of these is on exactly the 
principle as that of the Jow pressnre stations described, although 
they are not so elaborate and perhaps not so reliable as the large 
stations. 

The Gas after leaving the low pressure regulating station is 
discharged into the low pressure mains which are located along 
the lanes and streets adjoining the property to be served, As 
pointed out above, the Franchise calls for the delivery of gas by 
the Company at the property line of the Consumer so that the 
Company constructs this portion of the Service 

The gas then flows through the private portion of the Con- 
sumer’s service, through a gas meter which is supplied and in- 
stalled by the Company and tested by the Dominion Government. 
After being metered, the gas flows through the house piping to 
the various burning appliances, the products of combustion pass 
ing out through the house chimneys to the outside air

The discussion with regard to pressure has probably been the 

most prominent. The regulation of pressure is described in the 
previous part of this report and the methods of recording the 
pressures at the different points of distribution. These charts are 
on file in the office of the Gas Company from the date of first 
operation, and are available for inspection. I have looked them 
over carefully and must say that I cannot see how a more uniform 
pressure could be maintained in the low pressure mains supplying 
the consumers than is now being maintained by the Gas Co. 
The low pressure regulator is set for 814 water gauge and this 
is so uniformly maintained that the record on a chart for 24 hour 
reading appears as an almost perfect circle. In order to determine 
the relation between pressure at the station and the pressure on
